The Ughts went on again all 
over East Jerusalem and its envir- 
ons yesterday, after a major fault 
in the power lines connecting it to 
West Jerusalem was overcome. 

A cable connection from the Israel 
Electric Corp., which was disrupted 
Sunday apparently by water seep- 
age, was finally repaired about 5 
am. yesterday. An hour later full 
supply was furnished throughout the 
grid of the East Jerusalem Elec- 
tricity Company, which is now re- 
ceiving more than half its supply 
from the TEC. 

The only homes which did not 
receive electricity were those where 
local lines were felled by the storm, 
particularly in the Arab villages 
west of Ramallah. 

Although there was no forecast 
for snow, the Municipal Emergency 
Headquarters put more men on alert 
last night — 550 — than at any 
time since the headquarters was set 
up 11 days ago — because of the 
danger of frost on the roads. Sixty 
vehicles, including army half-tracks 
and salt spreaders, were on standby. 

During the day 60 persons were 
evacuated from four East Jerusa- 
Jem houses in danger of collapse 
after the past weeks of rain and 
snow. Three of the houses were in 
the Old City and one in Abu Tor. 
The families have moved in with 
neighbours and relatives until the 
Municipality decides whether the 
houses can be repaired. 

The sun smiled for the first time 
in two weeks on Galilee and the 
Golan yesterday, melting most of 
the snow in Safad and permitting 
buses to run there once more. 
However, the -—-5 degree tempera- 
ture the night before caused pipes 
and water metres in town to burst.

Mayor Menahem Rothschild. 

There are several other towns in 
which the Alignment would like the 
NR.P. to go back on its agreements 
with the Likud—Ramile, Ashkelon 
and Hadera. The chief concern, how- 
ever, 1s Bat Yam. It is Israel's fifth 
largest city, and without it, the 
Alignment will have lost its major- 
ity in the Dan region. 

Having already lost Tel Aviv, it 
remains firmly in power only.in the 
traditional Mapai stronghold of Ho- 
lon and in the Dan region’s smallest 
town, Givatayim. The Likud on the 
other hand is firmly entrenched in 
Ramat Gan, and has mayors-elect in 
Tel Aviv and Bat Yam. 


NO DEAL 


The Alignment has been reliably 
reported as having told the N-R-P. 
that there “will be no deal if an 
Alignment administration is not 
restored in Bat Yam." If the Align- 
ment does not get Bat Yam, the 
ΝΕ. will not get Bnei Brak.

‘Le Monde’ hits Minister 
over Rouleau affair

PARIS. — The controversy over the 
refusal by Saudi Arabia to grant a 
visa to French Jewish journalist 
Eric Rouleau was made known to 
the French public yesterday when 
the independent newspaper “Le 
Monde" took the story to its front 

page. 

Rouleau, who ironically has long 
had a reputation as a sympathiser 
with the Arab cause, was due to 
accompany Foreign Minister Jobert 
when he left on Wednesday for 
Jeddah. 

The Saudi refusal led to the boy- 
cotting of the trip by the magazine 
“Le Nouvel Observateur” and the 
domestic news agency Agence Cen- 


trale de Presse. 

“Le Monde” charged yesterday 
that the French Foreign Ministry 
was partially responsible for the sit- 
uation since “the Minister did not 
deem it necessary to intervene per- 
sonally against a discrimination 
which brings back bad memories 
and which is without precedent in 
the Fifth Republic.” 

Neither “Le Monde” nor any of 
the other French national press had 
mentioned the case before, prob- 
ably in the hope that a solution 
would be found before the start of 
the ministerial trip which will also 
take Mr. Jobert to Kuwait and 
Syria. 

“Whether Mr. Kissinger acted dif- 
ferently or not, half of the newsmen 
who accompanied him to Riyadh 
were of Jewish origin,” “Le Monde” 
noted.

Nixon wants oil companies 
to invest less outside US. 


WASHINGTON. — President Nixon 
has started a drive to discourage 
US. ofl companies from investing 
abroad as of hig policy of 
making the U.S. totally independent 
of foreign oil by the end of the 
1970's. 

Nixon urged Congress on Wed- 
nesday to scrap the 22 per cent 
depletion allowance granted to oil 
companies in their overseas opera- 
tions. The tax concessions would 
remain for domestic operations. 

He hopes by doing this to encour- 
age the giant American oil firms to 
increase domestic exploration and 
production so that the U.S. will no 
longer have to depend on Arab oil 
for some of its needs. 

Nékxon's chief energy adviser, Wil- 
Ham Simon, told the Senate Finance 
Committee that oil companies have 
made windfall profits since oil be- 


came in short supply late last year. 

In a move to prevent profiteering 
by the of] companies, Nixon pro- 
posed a windfall profits tax on the 
sale of crude ofl above a ceiling 
price set by the Government. 

Breaking from tradition by out-

ATHENS. — Two Arabs yesterday pleaded guilty to killing four 


people and injuring 46 others in 
port last August 5. 

The prosecution recommended 
ieniency for the two Jordani2n-born 
men, Arid and Talal 
Xhantouran, both 22, who sat hand- 
cuffed in the dock of a military 
court. Four judges heard them ad- 
mit the charges, which could carry 
the death sentence, 

Prosecutor Nicholas Ganosis, in 
a 50-minute summation, asked leni- 
ency “because otherwise they should 
be sentenced to death, and I will not 
ask you to deny your leniency 
to the defendants.” However, 
he continued, he was not asking 
the Court to secept mitigating cir- 
cumstances. He recommended they 
be found guilty of premeditated 
murder, illegel detention, disruption 
of communications, illegal possession 
of arms and illegal use of arms. 

Proceedings continued to deter- 
mine if there were mitigating cir- 
cumstances. 

The two claimed yesterday that 
attack, designed to kill Israel-hound 
immigrants boarding at Athens, 
had been planned by the Black 
September terrorist organization, of 
which they were members. 

Speaking through an interpreter, 
Arid testified that “the Israelis 
landed in Beirut in April and, with 
the help of Americans from the 
American Embassy, executed three 
Arab leaders and returned to their 
sanctuary in the Embassy.”

CHESS MEET 
Grandmasters

Jerusalém Post Chess Correspondent 
Soviet grandmasters Viktor Koreh- 
poi and Anatoli Karpov were on 
the verge of scoring their first vie- 
tories, ageinst Mecking and Polu- 
gajeveki respectively, in the world 
‘hess championship quarter finals. 

The fifth game in the Augusta 
quarter final match was adjourned 
on Wednesday in a hopeless posi-« 
tion for Henrique Mecking. With 
time running out, moves were being 
made so rapidly thet the official 
scorer could not keep up. It took 
epproximately 15 minutes after the 
game ended and an analysis of the 
Players’ score dheets for him to re- 


Β construct the moves. 


During their 43-move struggle the 
grandmasters swapped accusations. 
Mecking protested that Korchnoi 
was not keeping his score sheet a3 
the rules require. Korchnoi retorted 
that Mecking was playing with 
both hands, sometimes stopping his 
clock before his move had been 
completed. However, no offielal pro- 
test was entered. 

Anatoli Karpov, profiting from 2 
middle-game mistake by Lev Polu- 
gajevski, repelled a dangerous at- 
tack and managed to secure 4 
threatening position by the time 
the game was adjourned. A group 
of Soviet grandmasters analyzing 
the position concurred that Karpov 
should gain his first victory. 

Former world champion Tigran 
Petrosian drew for the third time 
on Tuesday with Hungarian grand- 
master Lajos Portisch in Majorca. 
The fourth game will be held to- 
day. 

Boris Spassky, practically assur- 
ed of his victory in San Juan, re- 
ceived an unexpected rest day as 
the fifth game against Robert 
Byrne was postponed at the request 
of the U.S. champion.

at 2.00 p.m. approximately 3,500 Jerusalem telephone numbers 
will be changed. The changes will be effected in some of the ‘tele- 
phone numbers which begin with the digits “3” and “6.” 


The campaign is part of the programme to extend the Jerusalem 
telephone network. The changes result from ‘the shift-over of 
1 thousands of telephones to the new telephone exchange which was 
put into service a few weeks ago and the freeing of equipment in 
over-serviced exchanges, thus enabling the connection of new 
telephones in additional areas of the city. The Ministry of Com- 
munications informed all those afffcted directly and gave them 50 
free calls to inform those who come into telephone contact with 
them of the change.
